The purpose of this letter is to briefly review the progress of 
I this case to determine, if possible, its logical future course, together 
I with the possible results to be obtained. 

In November, 1945, Confidential Informant GREGORY supplied infor- 
Jmation on various individuals who she stated had been operating as a Russian 
w r fvl espionage ring in Washington, D. C., and New Ibrk City. 

The members of this intelligence group were almost all Government 
_ „ 'employees holding positions of varying degrees of importance in the War, 

p3< State, Treasury, and Commerce Departments, as well as other governmental

1944* most of the information concerns itself mlth the various activities 
of the members of this group prior to December, 1944* 

I Investigation to date, mhile substantiating the truth of GREGORY'S 

I statements, has failed to disclose that any of the Individuals are presently 
engaged in espionage activities, although her statements of information fur- 
nished by her to her Russian contacts, mhlch information mas in turn supplied 
by the groups in the Government service, pertained in a great many instances 
to U. S. Government policy of the type known only to the V* S. Government 
itself* 

On the other hand, investigation of numerous subjects and con- 
tacts of these subjects has disclosed that nearly all are either presently, 
or mere in the past. Communist Party members or closely allied mith the Com- 
munist movement. 

Interrogation of GREGOR! has revealed that the Russian Intelligence 
system, particularly thJ^NKYDj look to known and trusted members of the Com-, 
munist Party mhenever tha need arises for agents, couriers, or other types 
of contacts. Statements of the informant in the CORBY case as to the methods 
employed by FREIH^)SE in his activities in Canada mill also bear out this 
method of recruiting as employed by the Russians* 


In considering future investigation in this case, the course of 
action mith best possibilities of securing positive results mould be an at- 
tempt to reactivate the Informant as a Russian agent through her former 
contacts or through subjects of this case* 


Consideration has been again given to the reactivation of the in- 
formant, and it is the conclusion of this office that nothing has occurred 
to change the opinion as set out more filly in Nem York letter of April 2, 
1946, in mhich it mas stated that it is impossible to plan any definite 
action calculated to reactivate her (tie to the fact that her Russian con- 
tacts mere not known to her officially, although her identity is known to 
them, and in addition the other subjects in the ease mhom she contacted from 
time to time looked upon her as being in a higher position in the espionage 
setup and an attempt by her to fee 1 them out night result In great suspicion 
and possible uncovering of her relations mith this of Ace* 


H>wever, the informant's value is still deemed high because of 
her close association mith EARI^BRDWTER and because she mill be of possible 
value as a source of possible future policies made by him in connection mith 
w i Part y affairs. It oust also be borne in mind that the

This possibility has been previously discussed in New Tork letters of Jane 24 
and July 11, 1946. Also, there is always the possibility that she will be 
again approached by Soviet representatives. Present international conditions 
nay strengthen this possibility. 

I Another coarse of action would be the systematic interview of 

[the subjects likely to be cooperative or whose interrogation would be 
likely to produce results. 

The accomplishments as far as the Bureau is concerned in being 
instrumental in forcing various individuals out of the Government service 
as the result of its investigation have never been made known to the Hew 
fork Office, but it is believed that numerous subjects in the Government 
service at the inception of this investigation whose services have since 
been terminated were so separated because of their past activities and 
present Communist affiliations or tendencies. 

It is believed that information being developed in the Washington 
Field Office on their subjects still in the Government employ might possibly 
produce such results in the future, and while it is difficult for this of- 
fice to thoroughly evaluate such information it is believed of sufficient 
importance, from an intelligence if not from an espionage standpoint, to 
make interviews at this time inadvisable. 


The third course which is presently being followed would appear ’ 
to be the continuous investigation of the subjects and their contacts, par- 
ticularly those still in the U. S. Government employ, and by such investiga- 
tion to show the continued efforts of the Communists to infiltrate in Govern 
ment service in secret high positions in an effort to influence our policies 
particularly our foreign policies. 



At the present time none of the New York subjects is still in 
the Government employ, and while investigation has failpft to reveal any 
present espionage activities, RAWBfSON and UR. ABRAHASftSIEINSTEBI (who 
may be identical with the unknown subjectACHAULU) are still considered to 
be key figures in Hew Tork. Serious consideration is presently given 

to other Hew Tork subjects looking toward a recommendation that investiga- 
tion be discontinued as to those not believed important enough at this 
to warrant continued coverage* 


The greater number of the subjects appearing in the title of Hew 
Tork report of Special Agent Edward H. Dooley dated March 22, 1946 are 
being investigated in the Washington Field Division, and many of these 
individuals are still in high Governmental and political positions or have

Lawrence stated he was now convinced the time had arrived 
when they should confront Redmont with the similarity of the Virginia 
Prewitt and the Tass story which follow almost verbatim the para- 
graphs in Redmont' s memorandum, I of course did not take any 
position on this with Lawrence, 

Around midnight on September 27th, Lawrence called again. 

Re stated that they had sent Redmont a wire referring to his memo- 
randum of September 20, requesting that in order to aid Lawrence in 
analysing the situation , he answer questions as to whether he showed 
his memorandum of August 6, reporting the off-the-record remarks , 
to anybody in Buenos Aires, how many copies of the memorandum were 
made , the names of the persons who read it and the dates. He re- 
ceived a reply from Redmont stating he did not show his memorandum 
of August 6th to anybody except his wife and his assistant. He 
stated he did not send copies to anybody, that he made an original 
which he sent to Lawrence and one copy for the office file. He 
said he had discussed this only with his wife and assistant, both of 
whom he believed to be trustworthy.

David Lawrence called me about midnight Saturday at home. 

He stated he had received a radi ogram from Redmont stating Redmont 
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had read the Virginia Prewitt article for the first tine and that \ 
he could see where they would draw conclusi ons , that Virginia Prewitt v 
had told him her source was a Britisher and that she was communicating 
directly with Lawrence , Lawrence then received a radi ogram from 
Virginia Prewitt , who denied ever having seen Redmont f s report , that 
her source was a Britisher , that the American press delegates in 
Buenos Aires were all advised of Kessersmith's speech and held Red - 
mont in high esteem and regard, 

Redmont in his wire asked Lawrence to investi gate the 
Britisher with a view of clearing him , Redmont , particularly since 
it was agreed among the press quarters that he was being persecuted 
by itessersmith. Lawrence now seems to feel that Redmont has cleared 
himself , although he still has his fingers crossed on him. 

The thought occurs that conceivably Redmont is giving 
Lawrence a line. The fact that Virginia Prewitt sent her wire to 
Lawrence indicates a close connection between the two; also, it 
would appear that Virginia Prewitt, knowing full well that it was 
an off-the-record speech, has violated the confidence of the Am- 
bassador, 


It is suggested that it might be well to consider sending 
'r our people in BA a resume of the fore going so that it might be 
communicated to the Ambassador, as it is entirely possible that 
Redmont was telling one story to Lawrence which might not be con- 
sistent with the facts.
